U. S. Intensifies Its 
For Middle Eastern 
Search 
Peace 


WASHINGTON 
UP)— President 
Eisenhower has focused the Unit­ 
ed States search for Middle East­ 
ern peace once more on economic 
aid and a military willingness to 
guarantee security . 
At the same time, he empha­ 
sized y esterday that while 
the 
United States will 
co ntinue 
to 
co nsider requests fo r arms fo r 
self defense, it will no t “ co ntrib­ 
ute to an arms co mpetitio n in the 
Near East.” 
Taking a personal hand in Am­ 
erican efforts to end Arab-Israel 
friction, the President 
issued 
a 
statem ent in Denver renewing his 
endorsement of “ the economic and 
security contributions which this 
country was prepared to m ake,” 
as outlined by Secretary of State 
Dulles last Aug. 26. 
In a New York speech, Dulles 
proposed then: 
1. Loans to 
compensate 
refu­ 
gees, develop wrater resources and 
irrigate arid lands in the Middle 
East. 
2. U. S. participation in formal

U. S. Intensifies Its Search Russia Fires 
For Middle Eastern Peace Us Leading 
Architects 


WASHINGTON 
W 
— President 
Eisenhower has focused the Unit­ 
ed States search for Middle E ast­ 
ern peace once m ore on economic 
aid and a m ilitary willingness to 
guarantee security. 
At the sam e time, he empha­ 
sized yesterday that while 
the 
United States will 
continue 
to 
consider requests for arms for 
self defense, it will not “contrib­ 
ute to an arms competition in the 
Near East.” 
Taking a personal hand in Am­ 
erican efforts to end A rab-Israel 
friction, the 
P resident 
issued 
a 
statem ent in D enver renewing his 
endorsem ent of “ the economic and 
security contributions which this 
country was prepared to m ake,” 
as outlined by S ecretary of State 
Dulles last Aug. 26. 
In a New York speech, Dulles 
proposed then: 
1. Loans to 
com pensate 
refu­ 
gees, develop w ater resources and 
irrigate arid lands in the Middle 
E ast. 
2. U. S. participation in form al 


treaty com m itm ents to guarantee 
the em battled borders between Is­ 
rael and her A rab neighbors, if 
the two sides agree on a p erm a­ 
nent peace. 
Those points also 
got 
simul­ 
taneous attention 
overseas. 
In 
Geneva Dulles and British For­ 
eign Secretary Harold Macmil­ 
lan considered the possibility of 
raising money to 
help 
Egypt 
harness the waters of the River 
Nile. 
In London, Prim e Minister An­ 
thony Eden echoed Dulles’ August 
offer to guarantee 
the 
frontiers 
once the Israelis and Arab states 
agree to a perm anent peace. 
Eden accused Russia of creating 
additional danger in the Middle 
E ast by shipm ent of 
arm s 
and 
said “ it is 
fantastic 
to 
pretend 
that this deliberate act of policy 
was an innocent com m ercial trans­ 
action.” 
Eisenhow er’s statem ent made no 
direct m ention of the arm s ship­ 
m ents, but after referring to U.S. 
and U.N. efforts to prom ote peace

area,” he said with obvious refer­ 
ence to R ussia; 
“I hope that other nations of 
the world will cooperate in this 
endeavor,

significantly to world peace.” 
The United States, B ritain and 
France agreed in a joint declara­ 
tion in 1950 to w ork to prevent an 
arm s race and any forcible change 
of borders in the Middle E ast.

architects, Polykov and Boretsky, 
were deprived of their Stalin prize 
laureates.

Vlasov was in New York with 
the other m em bers of the 10-man 
R ussian housing delegation when 
the news was received.

If this trend continues, the

Now is the time for consumers 
and shoppers to get better ac 
q uainted with pork—the pig as wet 
as the hog. 
Po rk has been used fo r fo o d 
since the beg inning o f time. It is 
well kno wn as the feasting hig h­ 
lig ht fo r times o f special rejo ic­ 
ing . A Chinese leg end, acco rding 
to Charles Lamb, tells o f the o r­ 
ig in o f ro ast po rk in the acci­ 
dental death o f a pig in a burn­ 
ing ho use. 
An old rustic custom of Lorraine 
relates to butchering time events 
-^having nothing to do with food or 
^ eating. The daughter of the house 
sent to her betrothed the foot of 
the pig tied up with blue ribbons 
and bay leaves as a sy mbol of her 
love. On the other hand, if she 
wished to indicate her lack of in­ 
terest, she sent the tail of the pig 
tied up with a pickle, the sy mbol 
o f indifference and mockery . 
A USHA bulletin tells us that be­ 
tween 1815 and 18 30 Ohio was the 
q center for hog raising. By 18 50, 
" Cincinnati, well located for water 
transportation, was the most im­ 
portant center for pork packing 
and was known as “ Porkopolis”.

This is an 
organization dedicated to helping 
S o u t h

Plan inclu de Bu rma, Ceylon, India, Indo­ 
nesia, Malaya, British Borneo, Nepal, Pak­ 
istan, Vietnam, Camb odia and Laos. This 
is the heart of the “b rown” world and an 
area that has b een “kicking u p its heels” 
politically. 
The plan is for the U. S. to contrib u te 
fu nds for training Asians, b u ilding lab ora­ 
tory facilities and b u ying equ ipment.

The Soviets u ndou b tedly will try to 
make “imperialism” ou t of this. Bu t the 
Asians themselves will not b e fooled if 
they see American generosity b earing fru it 
of b etter living for their peoples.

POWER BID DANGERS 
SEVERAL INFLUENTIAL voices in or 
ganized lab or have b een raised against the 
drive toward dominant political and ec­ 
onomic power b y the b ig u nions. The warn­ 
ing is that the u nions aren’t as strong as 
the general pu b lic. The pu b lic will rise and 
smack the u nions down if they achieve a 
power arrogance. 
Now comes George Q. Lynch, president 
of the Patternmakers Leagu e, a u nion of 
14,000 skilled craftsmen. He doesn’t like the 
implications of the AFL-CIO merger into 
one giant organization. The rank and file 
of u nion memb ers aren’t getting the fu ll 
story, he asserts. 
They hear the old argu ment that in u n­ 
ion there is strength. Bu t they have b een 
given little enou gh of the Idea that b igness 
means concentration of power. And concen­ 
tration of power is accomplished b y inevit­ 
ab le ab u ses which finally are penalized in 
a democracy. 
America has preserved its freedoms b y 
taking in hand those who aspire to over­ 
whelming power. It will always b e that 
way. Those who think in terms of overwhel­ 
ming power ju st haven’t learned their les­ 
sons. 


The Repu b licans are annoyed with the 
Democrats b ecau se Congressional Com­ 
mittees, now chaired b y Democrats, are 
investigating Repu b lican condu ct in office 
and are seeking for corru ption and other 
derelictions.

THE UNITED STATES has offered to 
set up an atomic reactor center in South 
and Southeast Asia for nuclear research 
and training under the atoms-for-peace 
program. 
This announcement was made recently 
at the meeting in Singapore of the nations 
belonging to the Colombo Plan. This is an 
organization dedicated to helping S o u t h 
and Southeast Asian nations develop eco­ 
nomically. 
Countries benefiting under the Colombo 
Plan include Burma, Ceylon, India, Indo­ 
nesia, Malaya.

But the 
Asians themselves will not be fooled if 
they see American generosity bearing fruit 
of better living for their peoples. 


POWER BID DANGERS 
SEVERAL INFLUENTIAL voices in or­ 
ganized labor have been raised against the 
drive toward dominant political and ec­ 
onomic power by the big unions. The warn­ 
ing is that the unions aren’t as strong as 
the general public. The public will rise and 
smack the unions down if they achieve a 
power arrogance. 
Now comes George Q. Lynch, president 
of the Patternmakers League, a union of 
14.000 skilled craftsmen.

These Days 


The Republicans are annoyed with the 
Democrats because Congressional Com­ 
mittees, now chaired by Democrats, are 
investigating Republican conduct in office 
and are seeking for corruption and other 
derelictions. What do they expect? 
For many years, during the Roosevelt 
and Truman Administrations, the Repub­ 
licans said that if they ever reached pow­ 
er, they would investigate the Democrats 
to prove corruption and subversion. In 
fact, the 1952 campaign was fought out on 
this issue. Republicans a c c u s e d Demo­ 
crats of being corrupt and soft on Commu­ 
nists and other subversives. 
When some Republican members of Con­ 
gress took these Republican charges seri­ 
ously and began investigations, they were 
called off by the White House. Senators 
McCarthy and Jenner declined to be called 
off and both were disciplined by the White 
House. What might have been great use­ 
fulness to their party was reduced to a 
trickle of opposition. 
The terms on which McCarthy m i g h t 
have made his peace with the White House 
were these: His Committee would continue 
to investigate, but hearings were to be 
held only in Executive Session; McCarthy 
was then to send the transcript to the 
White House which would determine what 
action, if any, would be taken. McCarthy 
rejected this proposal. 
And now the Democrats are investigat­ 
ing the Republicans and have as must 
have been expected, hit some pay-dirt be­ 
cause there always is some in a l a r g e , 
sprawling Administration whether Repub­ 
lican or Democratic. 
The essential error in the political think­ 
ing that motivated the White House was 
the assumption that because President 
Eisenhower is unusually popular, the Dem­ 
ocrats would let the 1956 campaign go by 
default. Even if every Democrat w a n t s 
President Eisenhower to continue in of­ 
fice, under our two-party system, which is 
essentially sound, it is necessary for each 
party to go through with a campaign and 
it is wholesome for the country if the op­ 
position opposes. A one-party system can 
only produce a tyranny and bi-partisan- 
ship deprives the people of the advantage 
of debate. 
The Democrats therefore are right in 
proceeding with their investigations. When 
the Republicans were in power, they con­ 
tended that “His Majesty’s Loyal Opposi­ 
tion,” as they used the phrase, owes it to 
the country to examine, investigate, scruti­ 
nize, debate, and dispute the policies and 
activities of the party in power. 
What needs to be emphasized, if t h i s 
country is to survive as a Republic, is 
that men count for little but that institu­ 
tions are important. Men are elected and 
defeated; they emerge as energetic young­ 
sters and settle down to be tired, unin­ 
spired mkldle-aged public officials whose 
greatest concern is that they will have to 
return to obscurity. Some even die in of­ 
fice. But the institutions remain. 
Therein is our strength because we do 
not have to fear the disappearance of great 
men. We have no Hitlers, Stalins or Titoes 
in our political life. We do have a Consti­ 
tution which has outlasted 34 Presidents 
and 84 Congresses. 
The Congressional Committee is useful 
because each is a watchdog of Executive 
conduct. Most of their powers to investi­ 
gate really derive from the control of the 
purse by the Congress. When Congress 
votes funds to any Executive agency, it is 
entitled to know what the appropriation is 
for, how the money is to be spent, and 
whether the officials who spend fhe money 
do it efficiently, honestly and according to 
the intention of Congress.

o u nces o f p o wder was o ften u see 
in the charge, so y o u can im agine 
w hat a flash, a ro ar and a clou c 
o f smo ke this wo u ld p ro du ce. 
We’v e read acco u nts, w ritten by 
so me o f the v ery o ld-tim ers, abo u t 
th eir skill with the m atchlo ck, bu t

The very first guns in which 
our earliest settlers placed 
any 
confidence 
were the 
Matchlock 
muskets. 
These weighed about IS pounds 
and were about six feet long.. 
They were too heavy and un­ 
wieldy to fire from the shoul­ 
der, so it was always necessary 
to carry with the gun a firing 
. rest when going hunting. 
They were mazzle-loaders and 
with smoothbores — no two being 
the same size. As much as two 
ounces of powder was often used 
In the charge, so you can imagine 
what a flash, a roar and a cloud 
of smoke this would produce. 
We’ve read accounts, written by 
some of the very old-timers, about 
their skill with the matchlock, but 
in some of these writings t h e y 
even admitted that the game might 
have died of fright, instead of hav­ 
ing been hit by a lead ball. 
The maximum power of the pro­ 
jectile fired from a matchlock, 
was at a distance not to exceed 
fifty yards. One would think with 
such a charge of powder as was 
poured into these guns, the explo­ 
sion would drive a bullet to king­ 
dom come—but these were days 
before IOO per cent efficiency was 
ever heard of.* * * 
MUCH of the power of the ex­ 
plosion 
came 
out 
through 
the 
touch-hole in the barrel and then, 
too, the bullet was not always per­ 
fectly round and they never fit the 
barrel snugly. 
No one thought of aiming, when 
firing one of these guns—in fact 
very few of them even had sights. 
The idea was to point the barrel 
in the general direction of the tar­ 
get, be It game or a foe, press the 
trigger and trust to luck that the 
lead reached its mark 
However—it’s surprising how ef­ 
fective these 
muskets 
were 
at 
close range. History reveals that 
they were really the cause of the 
quick downfall of the very early 
historic Indians. 
Getting the matchlock ready, 
and to fire it, was a complicat­ 
ed and long drawn-out opera­ 
tion. With the barrel in an up­ 
right position, the hunter pour­ 
ed the coarse gun-powder from. 
his horn or flask into the muzzle 
and on top of this dropped a 
lead ball, weighing about tw o 
ounces. Then the wadding w a s 
pushed into the gun barrel and 


pressed down tightly against the 
bullet with a long iron ramrod. 
The 
firing 
mechanism — the 
matchlock—was 
a 
sort of 
a 
clamp affair which held a slow- 
burning fuse, called the match. 
Ofttimes both ends of the fuse 
were kept burning, so that if one 
went out, the other end was ready 
for business. When 
the hunter 
pressed the trigger, the clamp 
holding the burning fuse or match, 
dropped it into a pan 
of finely 
ground gun-powder. The flash of 
the powder of this primer passed 
through the touch-hole under the 
primer pan and into the barrel of 
the musket, and set fire to the 
charge. 
In rainy weather, the matchlock 
was useless. Quite often there was 
a fizzle—the primer failed to light 
the charge. From this we get the 
common expression heard today— 
“it was a flash in the pan.’* 
* * 
ON AN extended hunting trip, 
just imagine what all the hunter 
had to pack to be fully prepared 
for all contingencies. Besides the 
heavy musket and the firing rest, 
he would need a horn or two of 
the course powder for the charges 
and a flask of the finer priming 
powder, bullets and some extra 
lead and a mold to cast more if 
they were needed, extra match 
cords, flint and steel to light the 
matches and a bullet extractor, in 
case some of the balls got stuck 
in the barrel. 
From time to time, improve­ 
ments were made on the match­ 
lock gun, but strange to say, none, 
for years, had anything to do with 
its greatest weakness, the firing 
mechanism. 
The 
first 
problem 
which was whipped was to reduce 
the weight and the size of th e 
gun, getting it down to ten pounds 
and about four feet in length, so 


that it was no longer necessary to 
carry around a prop on which to 
rest the gun when firing. 
Then came along the idea to 
standardize the bore so that bullets 
that would fit any gun were avail­ 
able. Many attempts were made 
to make loading easier—first there 
was the bandoleer, 
which was 
nothing more than a 
measured 
amount of powder for a 
single 
charge, placed in wooden 
cylin­ 
ders. 
Next came the very first cart­ 
ridge for a gun — the powder 
charge and the lead ball all done 
up in one paper package — all 
you had to do to load the gun 
was to drop this into the muzzle 
—the bullet on top, of course— 
and then ram some wadding 
down on top of this. 
But with all these new-fangled 
improvements, the hunter still had 
to depend on getting a ‘flash in 
the pan” from a burning string to 
fire his musket. The first depar­ 
ture from this was known as the 
wheel-lock, which worked a good 
bit like our cigarette lighter. 
A steel wheel, striking a piece 
of iron pyrite, made sparks which 
fell into the powder in the priming 
pan.

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Reds Threatening West Anew 


Soviet Gnawing At 2 Flanks 
O f Vital Mid-East Region 


Editor’s Note:—The Soviet Un­ 
ion is gnawing away at both flanks 
of the anti-Communist line the 
West has set up all the way from 
North Africa to the borders of 
Pakistan. How events across this 
area have been playing into the 
hands of Soviet policy is discussed 
f t by William L. Ryan in this ar­ 
ticle, the final of three on the Mid­ 
dle East.

According to Soviet propaganda, 
the “ spirit of Geneva” can be vi­ 
olated only by the West. 
Recently 
Moscow 
announced 
Prem ier Nikolai Bulganin and So­ 
viet 
Communist 
boss 
Nikita 
tty Khrushchev plan to visit Afghan­ 
istan. The announcement was ac­ 
companied by this comment: 
“The 
Soviet leaders’ 
visit to 
Afghanistan is worthy of attention 
because it is a blow to the in­ 
trigues of those acting against the 
spirit of Gen va, those who do not 
want a relaxation of international 
tension. . 
But the real reason for the visit 
to Afghanistan appears to be the 
$ shift of scene in the cold war— 
away from the standoff produced 
by the Geneva spirit in Europe 
and into the volatile Middle East. 
The new arena stretches thou­ 
sands of miles from the top of 
North Africa to the borders of 
Pakistan. It is pockmarked with 
trouble, 
and 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
seems intent on stirring up more 
of the same^ 
Afghanistan has been an historic 
buffer to Russian imperial ambi­ 
tions. Czarist and Soviet expansion 
stopped on its northern frontier. 
It separates the present-day Turk­ 
men, Uzbek and Tadjik Soviet Re­ 
publics from the Indian subcon­ 
tinent. To its west is Iran, the 
link between Europe and Asia is 
the anti-communist defense fram e­ 
work. 


Today Afghanistan represents an 
anchor of the current Soviet drive 
to splinter the line. At the moment 
it swarms with Soviet technicians 
who have built a cotton ginning 
plant, laid about 600 miles of tele­ 
phone and telegraph cable, built 
oil storage units and provided the 
wherewithal for other projects use­ 
ful in Soviet economic penetration 
of the backward country. All this, 
said Moscow, was in the spirit of 
cooperation with countries made 
backward “ because of the imperi­ 
alist domination of the West.” 
Now the Soviet bloc appears to 
be offering arm s to Afghanistan, 
and an Afghan military delegation 
is due soon in Communist Czech­ 
oslovakia to see what the Czechs 
have to offer. . 
If the Afghan deal goes through— 
in view of the country’s current 
bitter dispute with Pakistan it is 
likely to do so—it will be of a 
piece with the Soviet bloc offers 
of arms at cut rates to Egypt, 
Syria and Saudi Arabia. 
Arms to the Arabs threaten a 
new Arab-Israeli war. Arms to 
Afghanistan could mean conflict, 
or at the least explosive tension, 
with Pakistan ovejr the future of 
the seven million Pathan tribes­ 
men in Pakistan’s northwest fron­ 
tier province. 
On the other flank of the West’s 


defenses, there has been comin- 
form 
interference 
in 
France’s 
troubls in North Africa. Thus far 
western observes can pin down 
nothing more specific than a flood 
of Cominform propaganda to North 
Africa and the offer of Commu­ 
nist help to extrem ists there. The 
goal obviously is to prevent any 
stability in the strategically im­ 
portant area. The French Commu­ 
nist party plays an important role. 
There would seem to be little 
real connection between the risin( 
storm clouds in5 the Middle Eas 
and 
the 
situations 
existing 
in 
French North Africa. But Soviet 
policy eventually 
may establish 
the connection in the broad offen­ 
sive 
to 
capture 
a 
permanent 
bridgehead among the vast area’s 
backward pepole. 
Egypt presents a possible con­ 
necting link. Newly in possession 
of Red arms, Egypt makes menac­ 
ing noises in the direction of Is­ 
rael and carries on a torrent of 
propaganda in North Africa for 
“ Arab liberation.” 
Russian offers of arm s to the 
middle eastern countries have co­ 
incided with the signing of bilater­ 
al 
military pacts, 
^gypt—Saudi 
Arabia and Egypt-Syria, providing 
for unified commands and pooled 
expenses. 
These pacts take the place of the 
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all-Arab league defense pact of 
1949 which followed the Palestine 
war and was ratified by all states 
of the league except Libya and 
the Yemen. The Arab league pact 
was ineffective because of the ties 
in Araq, Jordan and Libya with 
the West and the pro-western ten­ 
dencies of Lebanon. The sudden 
acquisition by Egypt and other 
Arab 
states 
of military wealth 
might apply sufficient pressure to 
change that picture substantially. 
With this offensive, the Russians 
appear to 
have 
persuaded 
the 
Arabs that they might force cer­ 
tain concessions out of the West— 
and particularly the United States 
—by a sort of blackmail. The idea 
seems implicit in broadcasts like 
this by the official Cairo radio: 
“ O, Arabs! The United States 


does not want to offer aid which 
is not backed by influence. She 
does not want to loan funds with­ 
out interests in the form of coloni­ 
zation. There is one thing which 
may justifiably frighten the United 
States each time the aid of Russia 
to the Arabs increases. It is the 
possibility of increased hostility to­ 
ward America by the Arabs. What 
, should we do? 
Russia is cour­ 
teous, helpful and cooperative to­ 
ward us while you, the United 
States, shun us, let us down and 
prevent 
aid 
from 
reaching 
us. 
Logical is the old Egyptian say­ 
ing: ‘Help me and I will help you,’ 
which is the basis of international 
politics.” 
Some 
American 
sources 
say 
there is 
a 
possibility 
that the 
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changing m ilitary picture in the 
Middle East is less dangerous than 
it seems on the surface. They cite 
the amount of training the Arabs 
would require in the use of the 
arms, and Israel’s present superi­ 
ority in fighting potential. But oth­ 
ers point out that this overlooks 
two things: 
First, there is a possibility of 
Israel’s taking the bull by the 
horns and launching a preventive 
war before 
the 
Arabs 
get 
too 
strong. Second, by the time the 
dust settled and the West could 
sense the danger, it might be too 
late to do anything about it.

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Ohio Voters Very Selective 
On Pocketbook Ballot Issues 


COLUMBUS UPV—When it came 
to their own pocketbooks, 
Ohio 
voters w’ere very selective Tues­ 
day when they pondered local tax 
levies and bond issues. 
Here’s how the 
situation 
ap­ 
peared on the basis of unofficial 
and, in some cases, incomplete re­ 
turns: 
In five representative counties, 
four bond issues totaling $26,100,- 
000 were approved while four oth- 
err amounting to about IO million 
dollars were rejected. 
In IO counties where tax levies 
were an issue, seven levies passed 
while l l others met defeat. 
Springfield voters turned down a 
proposal to increase city income 
taxes but approved a $5,200,000 
bond issue for new school facili­ 
ties, adding to almost nine millions 
voted for schools since 1942. 
Cuyahoga 
County 
voters 
ap­ 
proved a IO million dollar bond is­ 
sue and cleared the way for an 
east - west county highway and 
elimination of four railroad cross­ 
ings. 
In Cleveland, an eight million dol­ 
lar bond issue for development of 
the city’s lakefront facilities — in 
anticipation of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway completion — was over­ 
whelmingly passed. 
Supporters of a juvenile center 
in Montgomery County were re­ 
buffed for the fourth time in IO 
ye TS when their proposal for a 
$1,400,000 
bond 
issue 
failed 
by 
slightly more than one per cent of 
the needed 55 per cent voter ap­ 
proval. 
Montgomery County voters also 
turned down two tax proposals. 
One was a 1-mill levy to build 17 
bridges, the other, a Vtj-mill levy 
to support a pay raise for county 
employes and added welfare serv­ 
ices. 
Hamilton County voters rejected 
three bond issues. These were a 
three million dollar issue to pur­ 
chase voting machines, a six mil­ 
lion dollar issue to build an air­ 


port, and a Civil Defense bond is­ 
sue. 
Columbus voters balloted against 
a s,4-mill tax levy to improve and 
extend health departm ent facili­ 
ties. 
In Mahoning County, a .65-mill 
renewal levy for a tuberculosis 
sanitarium 
was 
approved by a 
large majority. 
Fremont voters approved a $2,- 
900,000 high school bond issue, but 
a lVa-mill city tax levy was de­ 
feated. 
Marion voters approved a 9.2- 
mill renewal levy to operate city 
schools, while Logan voters turned 
down a lVi-mill levy for the same 
purpose. 
Marion County approved a Vi- 
mill levy for a hospital wing on 
the county home. Hocking Coun­ 
ty voters rejected a 2-mill levy for 
operating expenses of county gov­ 
ernment. 
In other issues, Zanesville and 
Portsmouth 
both 
voted 
on 
city 
manager proposals. 
In Zanesville, where a part-time 
mayor type of government pre­ 
vails, voters went almost 2-1 to 
change to a city-manager system. 
At the same time, they rejected 
another proposal to have a full­ 


time mayor. The present m ayor’s 
term runs two more years. 
Portsmouth voted to retain its 
city m anager form of government 
which it has had for 25 years. A 
proposal to amend the city char­ 
ter to allow a return to partisan 
m ayor rule wras defeated. 
Dayton voted to change its city 
charter to allow political candi­ 
dates to campaign in their own 
behalf. 
And in Elyria, fluoridation of the 
city's water supply will continue, 
voters rejected a proposal to; re­ 
peal an ordinance providing for?the 
fluoridation which has been in ef­ 
fect for two years. 
Voters in Canton approved re­ 
newal of a 9.59-mill levy for school 
operations. 
Washington- County defeated a

Voters in Xenia approved a $1,-

WASHINGTON iJ'u-The Supreme 
Court may have listened for the 
l^jt time to arguments about racial 
segregation in any place—city or 
state—that is supported by public 
tax money, like a school beach, 
park, or playground. 
It has already laid down the doc­ 
trine, giving its reasons at length, 
that this sort of segregation is un­ 
constitutional. It may never again 
bother to give its reasons in ruling 
on any future case of this kind. 
In any such case appealed to 
JPfrom a lower federal court, the 
Supreme Court may simply say 
“ affirmed” or “ reversed,” depend­ 
ing on whether the lower court has 
ruled in accordance with, or con­ 
trary to, the high court’s doctrine. 
An indication of this can be read 
into the way the Supreme Court 
handled a couple of segregation 
cases this week. 
In any appeal to the high court 
faun the ruling of a lower court. 
lawyers on both sids state 
their arguments in writing. The 
nine justices of the Supreme Court 
get copies of these arguments. 
The lawyers can't walk up before 
the justices and argue orally. It 
is only when the justices want 
more information than is contained 
in the written arguments that they 
ask the lawyers on both sides to 
appear in court and speak their 
piece. 
$ In the 1890s the Supreme Court 
blessed segregation with a ruling 
which said Negroes could be kept 
out of public places reserves for 
whites, provided that the Negroes, 
while kept separate, were given 
public facilities equal to those of 
the whites. This became known as 
the 
doctrine 
of 
“Separate 
but 
Equal.” For half a century no la­ 
ter 
Supreme 
Court 
knocked 
it 
^down. 
* As a result, segregation contin­ 
ued in public schools and other 
public places throughout the South 
and in other states. But in 1954 
the present Supreme Court unani­ 


mously wiped out the "separate 
but equal” doctrine in the case of 
public schools. 
That kind of segregation, the 
court said, was unconstitutional 
and must stop. But this ruling dealt 
with schools. 
Did the Supreme 
Court mean segregation was il­ 
legal in other public places, too? 
For instance, in parks and play­ 
grounds? 
Already two test 
cases were 
moving through the lower courts. 
Maryland had segregated public 
parks and beaches. Georgia had 
segregated public golf courses. A 
U.S. Court of Appeals which cov­ 
ers Maryland cited the Supreme 
Court ruling in the school case, 
said it applied to parks and beach­ 
es, 
and ordered 
segregation in 
Maryland’s p u b l i c parks and 
beaches ended. 
But another U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals, one which covered Georgia, 
ruled that it was all right to have 
segregation on public golf courses. 
Both cases were appealed to the 
Supreme Court. 
The court considered the writ­ 
ten arguments of the lawyers in 
both cases but called none of them 
to state their cases orally. It had 
heard long oral arguments in the 
school case. 
The court, deciding its ruling 
a g a i n s t segregation in public 
schools applied to segregation in 
other public-supported places, ap­ 
parently felt it neither had to Us 
ten to more oral arguments nor 
explain its own position further. 
So, in rulings about as brief as 
it could make them, the high court 
did this: 
It said the lower court was right 
in following the Supreme Court’s 
lead by knocking out segregation 
in the Maryland case. It said the 
other lower court was wrong in ig­ 
noring the Supreme Court’s lead 
and 
approving 
segregation 
on 
Georgia’s golf links. That meant 
segregation on those golf links had 
to end.

NEW YORK W—Marilyn Monroe 
says she intends to be a permanent 
resident of New York, but will go 
to Hollywood for occasional movies. 
In a rare interview, she also dis­ 
closed : 
That she considers herself free 
of her film contract; 
That she is willing to return to 
work at* 20th Century-Fox—under 
conditions; 
That she doesn’t insist on doing 
straight dramatic parts only. 
The scene was the Edwardian 
room of the Hotel Plaza. Marilyn 
came to breakfast, dressed in a 
black 
skirt; 
brown 
jersey 
top, 
tweed coat and a fuzzy white tam 
atop her honey-blonde hair. Despite 
dark glasses and no make-up, her 
entrance attracted the stares of 
others in the room. 
She seemed to talk more freely 
than I ever heard her do in Holly­ 
wood. She was especially enthusi­ 
astic about New York. 
“ I live it here,” she remarked. 
“ I lived in California all my life; 
now I plan to stay here. The Cali­ 
fornia climate is wonderful, but I 
love to see the seasons.” 
Marilyn came to New York a 
year ago, following her divorce 


plans to study dramatics here and 
produce pictures for her own conv 
pany. Her studio declared she is 
still under contract and has sought 
her return. 
She discussed her return to w’ork, 
a matter in which 20th-Fox is ex -j 
tremely interested, 
“ I’m willing to go back to work— 
as long as I can get what I want,” 
she said. “ It’s the same thing I’ve 
always wanted. I want to work 
with good directors, ones I can 
learn from. I want a variety of 
roles in good stories. And I want 
to make 
pictures for my own 
company. 
“ Money has never been an issue. 
The studio can afford to pay me.” 
She reported her own company 
is negotiating for a story to film. 
But is she free to work? 
“ I have no contract,” she said 
flatly.

The gray bulk of the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier in Arlington 
National Cemetery at Washington, 
sy mbol of a nation’s homage to its 
w ar dead on Veterans Day , is both 
insp iration and duty -p ost for 16 of 
tile U. S. Army ’s finest troop s ev­ 
ery day of the y ear. 
They are the selected 
mem* 
hers of the Third Infantry Regi* 
ment who constitute the Honor 
Guard for this most honored of 
American soldiers. 
Their names reflect all the n a­ 
tional and religious strains 
t h a t 
might have gone into the making 
of the nameless one who 
sleep s 
beneath the stone m arker — Stroh- 
maier, 
Curtin, 
Gira 
Wieland, 
Quinn, Kozlowski, Zy ch, Parissidi, 
Thomas, Braun, Allan, Schlicht- 
ling, Tanner, Firl, Wadlinger. 
In foul weather or clear, under 
skies bright or leaden, by day and 
by night, each in turn keep s the 
watch, his solitary , soldierly p acing 
a rem inder that this tomb is 
a 
shrine, sacred to the p eop le of the 
United States. 


TO THESE soldiers, the honor 
they are p rivileged to give is the 
greatest honor they could ask. 
“ It’s the p roudest duty a soldier 
can have,” is the way

geant of the Guard, M aster Ser­ 
geant Woodrow’ W. Magnum of 
Louisburg, N. C., p uts it. 
Magnum, a 15-y ear veteran

of them , the 12 sentinels and the 
three Corp orals of the Guard.

soldier

this duty the honor it is, he can ­ 
not qualify /* the sergeant say s. 
This attitude, of course, is only 
one step in the selective p rocess. 
It begins, actually , when a man 
becomes a m em ber of the regi­ 
ment, oldest of such Regular Army 
units, designated the official cere­ 
monial regim ent w’hen reactivated 
in Ap ril of 19 48.

THIRD Infantry m en must con 
form to certain p hy sical require 
ments: height, not more than six 
feet, three inches, nor less

The gray bulk of the Tomb of I five feet, nine inches: w e i g h t , 
the Unknown Soldier in Arlington 
National Cemetery at Washington, 
symbol of a nation’s homage to its 
war dead on Veterans Day, is both 
inspiration and duty-post for 16 of 
tile U. S. Army’s finest troops ev­ 
ery day of the year. 
They are the selected 
mem­ 
bers of the Third Infantry Regi­ 
ment who constitute the Honor 
Guard for this most honored of 
American soldiers. 
Their names reflect all the na­ 
tional and religious strains t h a t 
might have gone into the making 
of the nameless one who sleeps 
beneath the stone marker — Stroh- 
maier, 
Curtin, 
Gira 
Wieland, 
Quinn, Kozlowski, Zych, Parissidi, 
Thomas, Braun, Allan, Schlicht- 
ling, Tanner, Firl, Wadlinger. 
In foul weather or clear, under 
akies bright or leaden, by day and 
by night, each in turn keeps the 
watch, his solitary, soldierly pacing 
a reminder that this tomb is 
a 
shrine, sacred to the people of the 
United States.* » * 
TO THESE soldiers, the honor 
they are privileged to give is the 
greatest honor they could ask. 
“It’s the proudest duty a soldier 
can have,” is the way the Ser­ 
geant of the Guard, Master Ser­ 
geant Woodrow* W. Magnum of 
Louisburg, N. C., puts it. 
Magnum, a 15-year veteran 
of 
World War II whose lifelong am­ 
bition has been his present assign­ 
ment, knows that he speaks not 
only for himself but his men; his 
is the rsponsibility to select each

CINCINNATI UPV-Two incumbent 
members of the nine-man Cincin­ 
nati City Council—a 
Republican 
and a Charterite—apparently were 
assured of re-election today. 
But from there on the issue was 
very much in doubt. The council 
might have a 5-4 makeup and 
either party could have the major­ 
ity. Or it might be a 4-4-1 affair 
with four Republicans, four Chart- 
erites and one independent, just 
as it is now'. 
Under Cincinnati’s proportional 
representation system of voting it 
will be days before the final out­ 
come is determined. 
Apparently assured of re-election 
however, were Republican Mayor 
Carl W. Rich and Charterite Theo^ 
dore Berry. Both had more first 
choice votes than is expected to 
be needed for election. 
Under the PR system, the total 
number of first choice votes is 
divided by IO and then I is added 
to arrive at the number of first 
choice votes needed for election. 
After that, surplus votes over the 
quota are divided among low'er 
choices. Candidates lowest in first 
place votes are eliminated in order 
and their votes are distributed un 
til nine finally are declared elected.
